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Examiner's Remarks 



Applicant contends that Watanabe is not directed toward a kit nor does it teach the 
provision of a registration card. 

With regard to the first point, the examiner contends that the roll of film reads on the kit. 
Moreover, applicant's argument submitted Dec. 8, 2003 at page 2, paragraph 4, first 
two lines suggests that image capture or image retaining means is a roll of film. 
Applicant does not provide an example or convincing argument why the film could not 
constitute a kit. With regard to the registration card, page 6, lines 1-7, the purpose of 
the registration card is to identify a customer. Watanabe teaches a paper of photo 
album with an ID for identifying the name of the user. Hence, card 18 of the 
specification corresponds to and provides the same purpose as does the paper or 
photo album for identifying the user. They are equivalent. Applicant's remarks 
provided in the last 10 lines of page 6 are not persuasive. In the abstract at lines 6-15, 
contrary to applicant's statements, Watanabe indicates that the ID is that of the name 
of the user/owner of the album. See also paragraphs 63 and 64. 
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In the last three lines of the applicant's remarks, applicant alleges that Watanabe does 
not teach the registration card. However, the registration card consists of a disk 
according to paragraph 14. The disk stores user ID information as set forth in 
paragraphs 63 and 64. Hence, not only is there an ID for the image, that is to 
distinguish one type of image from another, but also to distinguish one type of user 
from another.
